To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise for the Library. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to borrow money for the Town in anticipation of taxes. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to limit the Road 
Agents to the appropriations. 


Article 12. To see if the town will vote to buy a bulldozer 
blade for the town tractor and raise money for same. 


To see if the Town will vote to elect one road 
agent instead of three, to take effect im 1952.

Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to receive sealed 
bids for mowing roadsides, a separate bid to be sent for 
each District. 


Article 16. To see what sum per hour the Town will vote to 
pay for labor on the highway. 


Article 17. To see what action the Town will vote to take 
to continue the Town Forest Committee and take any 
necessary action thereto. 


Article 18. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise for the Fire Company. 


Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise $466.50 
for State Aid Construction. 


Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to raise either $466.50 
or $552.46 for Town Road Aid. The State to contribute 
either $2,070.02 or $3,683.07. 


Article 21. To see what sum of money the Town wil! vote 
to raise for Town Poor and pass any vote in relation thereto. 


Article 22. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the 
three short pieces of road left by the reconstruction of the 
Cold Pond Road. 


Article 23. To see if the Town will vote to buy a culvert 
for the bridge by Mrs. Drovers and raise money for same. 


Article 24. To see what sum, of money the Town will vote 
to raise for Civil Defense. 


Article 25. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise for flood damage. 


Article 26. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to administer or dispose of any real estate, acquired by tax 
collector’s deed. Said authority to continue in effect until 
rescinded or revoked by some future Town Meeting. 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum not exceeding one-one-hundredth of one

REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


Because school health service is wide spread, few of us have 
ever seen more of the service than the school nurse driving to 
and from school. Her car is loaded with a variety of things: 
the bag with hand basin, towels, soap, rubbing alcohol, clinical 
thermometer, bandage, adhesive tape, sterile gauze, tongue 
depressors, safety pins, large pieces of cotton cloth for emer- 
gency, a supply of D. D. especially approved by the State 
Department for use in the care of head lice, and an apron for 
the nurse to wear while she is helping in the home. Also in 
the car are school scales, measuring rod, files with the health 
report of each child, dental, immunization and other records. 
Frequently, there is a supply of first aid materials to be left 
in schools where it is needed. At times there are cartons of 
clothing, given by interested persons to the nurse for distri- 
bution where it will be needed and appreciated. 


In winter weather, the nurse is ready for bad traveling; she 
carries burlap sacks, a box of sand, a shovel, an ax, a tow rope, 
and car chains. I must note here that it is a good neighbor who 
always helps me out of road difficulties. 


There is a great deal more to school nursing than merely 
riding from one school to another. There is the duty of finding 
and correcting pediculosis—finding the reason for “‘all this 
scratching’. Some skin disturbance is temporary, although 
there can be signs of some real disease. Deviation from the 
normal of the eyes, the ears, the posture, the feet and the poor 
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general appearance of the child are carefully noted. There is 
the frequent inspection of the classroomxs. Supervising all 
children during epidemics requires much time and travel. 


The home visit is a most important part of the school health 
work. The purpose of the visits is to help the mother make 
better conditions for health. There are many things to teach. 
In a great many homes, there are no modern conveniences to 
create easy living methods. The length of time to complete a 
few minutes. Often a little help, advice , and encouragement 
greatly reduces difficulties. To demonstrate the treatment 
for elimination of head lice, to help in the treatment of scabies, 
to teach the care of bedding and personal clothing, to aid in 
riddance of cooties and other insects—are all among the school 
nurse's activities. These corrections often require plenty of 
running water, and much courage on the part of mothers who 
have to carry, from outdoors, every drop of water for daily 
living. The need of extra is most discouraging. 


While the nurse is in the home, she may talk over such im- 
portant subjects as better personal hygiene, better daily health 
habits for children, the proper shoes to buy, the proper clothing 
for the cold winter mornings, the all-important “good breakfast” 
Too, there is the “‘cruel’” lunch box to talk about. Often lists 
of suitable foods are presented the mother for her convenience 
in providing for a nutritious school lunch. 


There are visits for the purpose of getting the home and the 
school running on schedule, assisting the mother to make the 
changes necessary when the child goes from home to school for 
the first time. The school nurse tries to be of the most help to 
the child who is sick or has a communicable disease. Homes 
are often visited and mothers intructed in the care of a nd con- 
trol of these diseases. 


Your school nurse works closely with state and local social 
and health agencies. She has full cooperation of the N. H. 
Tuberculosis Association, the State Sight Conservation Pro- 
gram, the Hearing Society, and the Division of Crippled Child- 
ren’s Service. She brings as many of these services to the 
school community as possible. 


ZEPHY RINE L. HASHAM, School Nurse 
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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 

Again we are at the threshold of international emergency. 
The price of freedom is already mounting. In terms of dollars 
and standards of living, it is going to be expensive beyond 
imagination. The cost in blood and human sacrifice may be 
immeasurable. What war will do to our American ideals, we 
cannot tell at this point. 

It will profit us nothing to win again, and lose the character 
of our citizenship. In foreign lands, a ‘ar greater proportion of 
total resources are expended to ‘educate’ youth, to feed his 
mind with that which will make him a willing tool of the powers 
that subjugate all personal attributes to the “‘good of the State -. 
Many foreign governments have recognized more clearly than 
we, how the forces of mass “education” can be utilized to pro- 
mote whatever end is sought by those in power. 

In America, we have learned the need of having weapons of 
defense at our immediate deisposal. Yet we appreciate that 
truth is more powerful than the sword. Our great public 
education system has grown in the last half century to amazing 
proportions. Most of us give at least “lip service’ to the 
realization of its importance and its possibilities. Man cannot 
govern himself better unless he knows how. The very existence 
of self-government depends upon the increasing wisdom of 
the people. Even the winning of a war is determined in the 
classroom, the shop, and the laboratory, as well as on the battle- 
field. 

We must not lose a generation—or a civilization--by realizing 
our efforts in public education while fighting to survive. 

As there is little major industry in the small towns of Union 
5, the real estate tax places and unequal burden on many of 
them in their attempts to provide good schools. When the 
General Court of 1949 launched its austerity program to balance 
the state budget without new state taxes, this Union of eight 
towns lost over half ©: its state aid. I[t is not possible to run 
schools, improve “horse and buggy” building, educate increas- 
ing populations, and hire good teachers, with a dollar worth 
half'as much or less, and still keep the total appropriations down. 
Just as bread and meat and clothing cost more, so must schools. 
We take pride in telling that, where towns voted the amounts 
recommended by the school officials last March, budgets will 
probably balance in spite of unprecedented price increases. 

New budgets must be larger. It is just as unlikely that we 
can cut school expenditures, and get more with our smaller 
dollar, as it is to demand from the grocer as many groceries 
for the same amount as we did a year ago. 
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The average school costs in this Union—one of difficult 
geograpghy and thinly settled—are below the average for 
New Hampshire. In spite of this, though, we can look back 
with pride, all of us, to some real improvements in the physical 
plants ef our educational system. 

Welneed more state support. The new formula encourages a 
local effort up to $18 per thousand equalized valuation. It 
encourages a foundation program equal to at least $175 for 
each elementary pupil and $225 for high school pupils. It 
discourages poor schools. For the first year, some towns will 
benefit, some will lose. The total will increase for this Union 
to $34,500, about $8000 more than at present. Unfortunately, 
its benefits are based on 1949-50 figures, when many towns did 
not spend as much , or make the minimum effort of $14 per 
thousand on equalized valuation. Some feel that it should 
be based on more current figures. Essentially, it can become a 
fair equalization program. Should it also include flat grant 
aid to relieve the tax burden in all towns? It totals around a 
million and a half dollars, far less than the aid rendered two 
years ago. Total school costs increased in New Hampshire in 
1949-50 by $3,000,000; at the same time state aid was cut by 
$1,600,000. The real estate taxpayer in every town made up 
the difference. 

Our school population in this Union continues to grow and, 
in many cases, without sizeable increases in taxable property. 
Many of our people work in larger towns, spend their income 
there. The resident towns are responsible for the children’s 
education. If we are to have good schools without confiscatory 
taxes, we must have a broader measure of state support. 

Weare fortunate in having, in nearly al! schools, conscientious 
and hard-working teachers. Without them, no amount of 
modern buildings and good materials would make good schools. 
Some of our teachers have homes in the communities where 
they teach. The majority might move to other towns, larger 
places, and secure higher salaries. Higher salaries are necessary 
to keep those good teachers that we have, and to employ 
replacements for the few who are leaving. Actually, the modest 
increases. that we should be prepared to give will probably 
not reward the teacher for better professional service, but will 
help to defray the higher cost of living. 

Parents turn over to the teacher the responsibility of formal 
education. We are expecting our schools to provide more 
services. We know the effect of broken homes, and the lack 
of love and care on some of the children who come to us. There 
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are some who feel strongly that public schools should provide 
opportunity for some phases of religious education. As the 
parents and the community expect sincerity and conscientious- 
ness from the professional staff, the teachers have a right to 
expect cooperation and assistance from the homes and the town. 
Give them your loyalty, encouragement and commendation 
~when they do_ well. | 

In Lempster, there 1s a modest increase in the total budget 
from the figure of $13,253.50 for the present year to $13,700 
for next year. Both totals include $1000 set aside for capital 
reserve. This is the smallest figure we feel wise to budget to 
operate your schools during these unsettled times. It represents 
no major outlay for improvement. It appears there will be a 
considerable saving in your current budget, about $700, de- 
rived mainly from the difference in the appropriation and 
actual cost of tuition. 

We have painted both buildings as they have needed it most. 
Some new light fixtures and a new stove will be purchased for 
the Street School. Toilet facilities are one of our biggest pro- 
blems. We can find no answer without an expensive outlay. 


The whole problem of new building or re-building has been 
discussed by your special committee and at a public meeting 
where all were invited to participate. Considerable interest 
was shown in developing a cooperative school district with 
Goshen, where we might have a consolidated elementary schoo! 
with not more than two grades to a room. It is entirely feasible 
if and. when sufficient money is available. We continue to 
search for ways to move some of our public buildings together, 
in order to provide better buildings than at present at a cost 
we can meet. No practical solution has been formulated. Use 
of the church at the Street remains a possibility. So far, church 
officials have not been willing to release the building. State 
officials did not encourage us, either, as alterations would be 
very expensive. | 

At present, our two small buildings are very crowded. I! am 
sure that all of us realize the need of better housing for our 
boys and girls. Your widsom and foresight in establishing a 
reserve fund for school building is commendable. I sincerely 
hope that you will add another $1000 to it this year. It is 
our best hope for better physical facilities eventually. If such 
action had been possible twenty years ago, we would now have 
an adequate school without bond issue and interest. 

Your parent group is an outstanding example of what people 
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can do where there’s a will, a purpose, and cooperation. Con- 
gratulations on your continued activity for the benefit of our 


boys and girls. 


I extend my sincere appreciation for your assistance, and 
kindness. I feel that you are earnestly interested and will do all 
you can to promote better education in your community.
